are compounded. of all the people of 
that part of the world and notwith- 
standing the fact that they do not 
wish in their pride and proper spirit 
of nationality to be absorbed and 
dominated." . . 
The Russian Situation 


Keferring- in .another .part of his 


speech to Russia, the president said: 


"May I not say it Is amazing to me 
that any group 'of people should be 
so ill-informed 
as to suppose, as 
some groups in Russia apparently 
suppose, that any reforms planned 
in the interest-of the people can live 
In the presence of a Germany pow- 
erful enough to undermine or over- 
throw them by intrigue or force. Any 
body of free men that compounds with 
the German government, compounds 
for its own destruction." 
President Wilson's entrance to the 


hall was tho signal for a tremendous 
outburst of cheers from the six thou- 
sand persons assembled to hear him. 


Samuel .Gompers, president of • the 


federation, in introducing Mr. Wilson, 
referred to him as "this man of des- 
tiny, spokesman for freedom,

Power Controlled by People 


"Power cannot be,used against free

THE REPUBLIC OF 


BRAZIL 


Brazil's actual 
entrance 
into 
the 


war on the side of the United States 
and the allies, awakens a new and 
widespread interest in that great alsler 
American republic. 
As 
Sept.. 7 and 


Nov. 15th are the two principal 
na- 


tional holidays of the country, it is 
fitting, since the latter Is to be cele- 
brated in a few days, that the Ameri- 
can people should recognize it and Its 
sisniflancc. 
The former Is the Bra- 


zilian Independence day, for on that 
day 
In 1?"2 the then vice-regent of 


Brazil, the vast colonial possession of 
Portugal, who wa.s Dom Pedro, son of 
ilCin«- John V!., declared the innepon- 
denco of Brazil from the mother coun- 


try. 
The Portuguese military garri- 


sons in Rio de Janeiro and other Bra- 
zilian cities were easily overcome with 
little or no bloodshed and were trans- 
ported back to Portugal, and on Oct. 
112 Dom Pedro 1. was solemnly declared 
j the constitutional emperor and 
per- 


; petual defender of 
Brazil, and 
thus 


was established the empire of Brazil. 


For 67 years Brazil remained 
the 


only independent country In the west- 
ern world with a monarchical form of 
government. 
By the end of that time, 


however, t-ho ideay uf democracy and 
self-government 
bad 
gained 
such 


.ascendency that the people of Brazil 
derided to transform their monarciiy 
into a republic, and 
1'or the second 


tiino there was a complete chcinge in 
government through anouior bioodless 
revolution. 
The people of Brazil had

All respected Dom Pedro II., and 
many loved him for hia flne personal 
qualities, but It was the monarchical 
system of government In its entirety 
they wanted to get rid of, and so It 
became necessary for them to depose 
him. 
This they did on Nov. IB, 18S9. 
Marshal Manoel .Deodoro Fonesca, one 
of the ablest and most popular gener- 
als of the Brazilian nrmy, placed him- 
self at the head of the revolution and 
on the date named published a proc- 
lamation in which he stated that the 
people, the army and the navy had de- 
creed the deposition of the imperial 
dynasty and the extinction of the mon- 
archical system. 
He assured the, peo- 
ple that the 
provisional 
government 


guaranteed all inhabitants 
of 
Brazil 
security for life and property, and re- 
spect for Individual and political lights; 
that it recognized and respected all na- 
tional engagements contracted during 
the monarchy; and that It would ad- 
here to existing treaties with loreign 
countries, acknowledge 
the 
domestic 


and foreign debt, and assume all other 
legally constituted obligations. 


This was a very simple and very 
plain document and 
was signed by 


Marshal Fonseca as chief of the pro- 
visional government and the members 
of the cabinet that had been selected. 
That was all there was to It. A ve-y 
polite and courteous letter to 
Dotu 


Pedro II. Informed him that "the pres- 
ence of the imperial family in this coun- 
try, in face of the new situation created 
by the irrevocable revolution of the 
16th 
inst. would be absurd and impos- 
sible, and provocative 
of 
troubles 


which the safety of the public im- 
presses upon us the necessity to avoid." 
A time was fixed for th« embarkation 
of the royal family, and the former 
emperor was assured that "your com- 
fort and health during the passage 
will be looked after with the greatest 
of care, and the government will con- 
tinue to pay you the sum assured by 
law untl! this point has been settled 
by the approaching 
constituent as- 


sembly." And so It was all settled in 
the nicest manner possible. 
Dom Pe- 


dro II., erstwhile emperor of Brazil, 
sailed for Portugal, and the republic 
of Brazil started on its prosperous ca- 
reer. 
No fren/.ied mobs, no murdering 


of high officials, no butchering of in- 
nocent people, no burning of palaces. 
Order was maintained, and things went 
on safely and 
sanely. 
Truly a re- 


markable 
revolution—and that is all 


the more reason why Brazil should 
celebrate the 15th of November, the 
day when It became a republic with- 
out shedding blood. The mother coun- 
try, Portugal, 
according to a cable- 


gram from Lisbon, has sent a .-special 
embassy at whose head Is Commander 
Leotte do Rego of the Portuguese navy, 
Lo participate in the general 
rejoic- 
ing and celebration, an evidence that 
all past family differences between the 
two countries have long sinco been 
burled in oblivion.

sailed for France about six weeks ago. 
Last week the. following interesting 
letter was received from him: 


France, Oct. 26, 1917. 
Dear Friend: 
Wo are on our way 
'over the top" in reality, having land"- 
ed safely in Franco after a long and 
uneventful trip. We did not encounter 
any submarines, neither did we see any 
iraces of them. 
Several of the boys 


including myself, were seasick the first 
day on sea, but outside these few un- 
pleasant hours, I enjoyed the trip im- 
mensely, as did the rest of the com- 
pany. We had our regular daily drills 
Just as though we were on land. 


uhen we arrived in France we were 


enthusiastically received by the popu- 
lace. 
They cheered and waved their 


hats as we marched. 
The 
people 
o( 


France are very kind, courteous and 
generous. 
Smoking articles, 
such 
as 


pipes, cigars, tobocca, etc.. are 
very 


costly here, and if a soldier has a briar 
pipe and a oackage of tobacco he feels 
like a millionaire. I am.learning the 
French language gradually from the 
French soldiers. 


Immediately on arriving 
we 
were 


hustled off to the training camp, which 
is located-in the rear of the last line 
of trenches. 
We have been drilled in 


trench work, bayoneting, hand gaenado 
throwing, etc., by French mijitary in- 
structors, who are very kind and con- 
siderate. 
We sleep in small wooden 
buildings and have good 
\varm 
bed 


clothing. The nights are very cold and 
dreary.

The man 
who has charge of 
the 


weather, J. Pluvius they call him in 
America, must have a grudge against 
us, for it has rained every day for over 
a 
fortnight.

hours there. I met several Lowell boys 
here with Battery F. They were all in 
good health and anxious to go "over 
the top."

BELGIUM, Nov. 13 (by the Associated 
Press.)—The American 
congressional 


party and four prominent men in pri-

left the British front. 


Senators Kenyon and Kendrick, who 


have been making a special study of 
war problems in England, joined the 
congressional party, of which C. C. Dill 
is chairman, for the trip to the Brit- 
ish war zone. 
All, excepting the two 


senators, had 
previously 
seen 
the 


French front, and the latter will visit 
the French 
area 
before 
returning 


home. 


The members of 
the 
party were 


deeply impressed by the war scenes in 
the British theatre. 
As one of them 


remarked to the correspondent: "It re- 
quires a visit to the war zone to gain 
a realization of the magnitude of the 
activities." 


During their stay here they covered 
much territory by raotor and not only 


the workings of the bases, but 


witnessed actual fighting along the line. 
Two big British base hospitals which 
are being conducted by American units 
were inspected and the party gained 
a comprehensive idea of what hospital 
work in war time means.

We had our regular daily drilU 
just as though we were on land. 
When we arrived in France we were 


enthusiastically received by the popu 
• lace. 
They cheered and waved their

France are very kind, courteous and

generous. Smoking articles, such 
pipes, cigars, tobocca, etc., are 
very 
costly here, and if a soldier has a briar 
pipe and a package of tobacco he feels 
like a millionaire.

We have been drilled in

Brazil's actual 
entrance

war on the side of the United States 
and the allies, awakens, a new and 
widespread Interest in that great sister 
American 
republic. 
As Sept. 7 and 


Nov. 15th are the two principal 
i 
tior.al holidays of the country, it is 
fitting, since the latter is to be cele- 
brated In a few days, that tho Ameri- 
can people should recognize it and its 
signifiance. 
The former Is the Bra- 


zilian Independence day, for on that 
day in 1S22 the then vice-regent of 
Brazil, the vast colonial possession of 
Portugal, who was Dom Pedro, son of 
King John VI., declared the indepen- 
dence of Brazil from the mother coun- 
try. 
The Portuguese military garri- 
sons in Rio de Janeiro and other Bra- 
zilian cities were easily overcome with 
little or no bloodshed and were trans- 
ported back to Portugal, and on Oct. 
12 Dom Pedro I. was solemnly declared 
the constitutional emperor and 
per- 
petual defender of Brazil, and thus 
was established the empire of Brazil. 


For 
67 years Brazil remained 
the 


only independent country In the west- 
ern world with a monarchical form of 
government. By the end of thai time, 
however, the ideas of democracy and 
self-government 
had 
gained 
such 


ascendency that the people of Brazil 
decided to transform their monarchy 
into a republic, and for the second 
time there was a complete change in 
government through another bloodless 
revolution. 
The people of Brazil had 


no great quarrel with their easy-going 
monarch, nor had they any desire to 
harm him or the members of his fam- 
ily. 
All respected Dom Pedro II., and 


rn'any loved him for his fine personal 
qualities, but it was the monarchical 
system of government In its entirety 
they wanted to get rid of, and so it 
became necessary for them to depose 
him. 
This they did on Nov. 15, 1SS9. 
Marshal Manoel Deodoro Fonesca, one 
of the ablest and most popular gener- 
als of the Brazilian army, placed him- 
self at the head of the revolution and 
on the date named published a proc- 
lamation in which ho stated that the 
people, the army and the navy hsd de- 
creed the deposition of the imperial
